AMERICAN MISSION AT BOMBAY. 

Letter from the Rev. Gordon Hull, to the Secretary of the Femalé 
Scciety of Bostan and the vicinity, for the propagation of ehris- 
tianity among the Jews. 

Bompay, April 1, 1818. 
Dear madam,—In behalf of my brethren of the Bombay mission, 

I have the happiness of acknowledging the receipt of your ‘etter of 

Oct. 2, 1817, apprising us of the appropriation of one hundred dol- 

lars by your society towards the support of the Jewish schoo! un- 

der our care in Bombay. The money has been duly received 
through Mr, Evarts, for which we desire you will present oar-most 
cordial thanks to the society, assuring ‘them that we feel a high 
pleasure at the formation of such a society, and that. it will be our 
delight te apply this money already appropriated, or any other sum 
which they may see fit to appr opriate, agreeably to their wishes. 
We have much pleasure in stating, for the information of the so- 
ciety, that the Jewish school was commenced in May last. About 
forty Jewish boys.soon entered it, and the number has ceritinued, 
without essential variation, until now. The boys are from six to 
eighteen years of age. Some of theai remain but a few months in 
the shiek others a longer time. Seon after the tormation of the 
school, the ten commandments and ether moral precepts and les- 
sous were given to the boys all in the Mahvatta language, which is 
best understood by them. A hymn was also given bem. expres- 
sive of, repentance for sin, faith in Chrisi, as the only Saviour of 
sinners, praise to Him, and a desire that ali py: kuow and praise 

Him. Moreor less of these are daily read; and repeated in the 

school; and not unfrequently a oumber of the ada!t Jews are pre- 

sent, who must receive some christian instruction from what they 
hear. As soon as the gospe! of Matthew aad our religious tracts 
acre printed, they were introduced. into the school: and as yet 

ere js no objection to any thing, which we have propose:! to teach 
the boys. We say boys, Secntan! in this country it is never expect- 
ed that iris will be taught to read or write. The school is instruct- 
ed by a Jew about forty years years of age, from Choule, a large 
town on the coast, po AE i mniles south from Bombay. ‘Bi it few 
among the Jews so well understand the Mahratta language as this 
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man. His brother, from the same place, teaches the school which 
we have established among the eutcasts of the Hindoos, called 
Mhars. It wil' be interesting to the society to know, that numbers 
of the Jews in Bombay have ‘solicited and received copies of the 
sospel of Matthew, and that copies also have been sent to the Jews 
in Choule. 

Though we see nothing particularly encouraging at present, still 
we indulge the hope that we may live to see some of these br anches, 
lung ago broken off through unbelief, acain grafted into the tue 
olive. The whole expense of this school as now conducted, will 
be about one hundred dollars a year, subject to some sinall addi. 
tions tor school books in future.—Per! aps it may be the wish of 
your society to take the entire patronage of this interesting school. 
Any communications on this subject we shall receive with pleasure, 
That God may at al! times direct, encourage and bless you in your 
attempt to promote the knowledge of Christ, and the salvation of 
sinners, is our united and fervent prayer. I am, dear Madam, with 
christian affectio’. and respect, Yours, UG.

DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTION. 
EpinpurGu, 30th May, 1818, 


The annual general meeting of this institution, and publick ex. 
amination of its pupils, took place on Monday last, in presence of a 
numerous company. 

In absence of his grace the duke of Buccleuch a “ Queensbury, 
president of the society. Alexander Murray, esq. Avtoun, was 
called te the chair. The pupils, fifty in numer, were examined in 
arithmetick, the principles of composition, the vefinition of simple 
and abstract terms. articulation, &c. ‘They also underwent a mi- 
note examination as to their acq' uaintance with the leading doc- 
trines of christianity, and the facts of scripture history. Their 
sroficiency in al] these branches of knowledge and of education, 
delighted and astonished tye meeting, 

Mr. Hay Donaldson stated to the meeting, that it appeared from 
authestick documents, that the number of deaf and dumb persons 
in Scotland was not less than eight hundreds; a most affecting cil 
cumstance to those who consider the deplorable condition of pet: 
sons in this uninstructed state, and the complete success of the 
means which are employed in this institution, for restoring them 
to all the privileges and all the enjoyments of a rational and im 
nortal nature. 

The following lines were spoken by two of the pupils, with per 
fect correctness and good articulation: 


Our voice is but falt’ring and low, 
Our accents uncouth to the ear; 
Indulgence we pray you to show, 
To speakers who never could hear. 
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The feelings that glow in our heart, 
Our tongues feebly aim to express; 
We would tel] of the joys you impart, 
The relief you afford to distress! 


Yes, lately in silence we pind, 

No Janguage or science we knew; 
Yet instruction hath open’d our mind, 
Assisted and cherish’d by you. 


May the patrons who gave us to know 
The source whence ail blessings arise, 
Receive what bis hand can bestow 

Who created the earth and the skies! 


In this national school the pupils are not only instructed in mo- 
rality and religion, but “to read and write their native language, 
to conspose in it with ease and fluency, and even to use it in articu- 
late speech.”” They are also taught arithmetick, and such other 
branches of education as may fit them for the stations to which they 
are destined, 

The pupils who belong to the lower classes of society are trained 
to those habits which arc to make them usetul tu their stations. All 
the female pupils are tauglit sewing, and other peculiar branches of 
afemale education. Those who prefer to support thenselves_ by 
labour, are taught shoe-binding and ot\er works of tvaf nature. 
The boys are taught shoemaking: the shoes thus made have been 
placed on sale, aud at the ordiuary prices, ave beea a source of 
income, to a smal! extent.

SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


PRAVER BOOK AND HOMILY SOCIETY, LONDON 


The following books were issued from the society's depository, 
since the last anniversary. Prayer books, 11,254; exceeding by 
2,363 books, the issue of the former year. Psalters, 1.289. Ho- 
mi'y tracts, 42,186, being an increased circulation of 3.746 since 
the lastanniversary. Articles of Religion, as a tract, or bound up 
with the Homilies in duodecimo, 979. Homilies in octavo volume, 
3703 in folio, 25 copies. 

[v the period just referred to, the following books have been pre- 
sented gratuitously, for the use of the crews of ships, convicts, per- 
sons in foreign stations, the sufferers in Newfoundland, prisoners, 
and patients in hospitals:—Prayer books and Psalters, 444. Ho- 
mily tracts, 4,225. Homilies in the entire volume, 40 copies. 305 
Prayer books, also, have been sold at two-thirds of the cost price, 
to soldiers; and 500 Homily tracts, at the same time, distribated 
anong them gratuitously. | 

lhe total issue of books, since the formation of the society, has 
amounted to 48,722 Prayer books; 5,507 Psalters; 584,418 Homily 
tracts, with 5,229 copies of the Articles in the same form: 975 co- 
pies of the Homilies in folio: and 376 copies in octavo. 
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The Bristol Prayer Book and Homily Association, has distribut. 
edin the last five years 41,686 Prayer books and Psalters, and 
346.482 Tracts, besides whole volumes of Homilies. 

‘Twenty-six merchant vessels and forty-three fishing ships at the 
port of Huatl, have subscribed upwards of sixty pounds to the funds 


of the association.

SEAMEN’S BIBLE SOCIETY. 
Lonvon, October 24. 

The Merchant Seamen’s Bible society, established in January 
last, are in full activity. ‘The society have, for several months, 
boarded the outward bound merchant ships, when clearing from 
Gravesend. Inquiries are made by an intelligent agent of the go. 
ciety, into the supply which the several ships already have of tie 
Holy Scriptures; and, when needful, he invites the crews to pur- 
chase at a very reduced rates; or, if this through their poverty can. 
not be accomplished, he presents from the society, Bibles and Tes- 
taments for the use of the crews during the voyage. An exact re- 
cord is kept of such supplies, and many opportunities have already 
occurred on the return of ships to port, to enable inquiry into the 
result of this attention to the moral and religious interest of our 
long ueglected fellow men and feliow subjects: the results have 
generally been highly encouraging. A weekly report is made to 
the committee, and we have had the gratification to learn the pleas- 
ing amount of information. Already upwards of one thousand two 
hundred vessels have been supplied; these were navigated by more 
than sixteen thousand seamen, of whom more than thirteen thon- 
sand were able to read. 1,500 Bibles, and 2,785 Testaments were 
cratuitously bestowed for the ships’ use; and 275 Bibles, with 126 
Testaments, were purchased by individuals of the crews, These 
are besides the supplies found on board, and which were either put 
there by pious owners for the use of the seamen (their servants,) or 
were the private property ef the sailors. Thus, in the short space 
of eight months, twelve hundred vessels, bound to various parts of 
the world, navigated by sixteen thousand men, have taken with 
them for their instruction, the amazing number of five thousand 
nine hundred Bibles and Testaments. These, it is hoped, will su- 
persede the worse than idle trash usually the mental poison of the 
seamen in his hours of rest from labours; and while as christians we 
are confident in the truth of the holy assertion, that the word of 
God shall not return to him void, bat shall prospers and while 4 
blessing is pronounced upon those who read it, we feel assured that 
exertions hike these will not tail of success.

SABBATH SCHOOLS. 
Extract of a Report from Carlisle, April, 1818. 

This institution originated in the ear'y part of the summer of 
1816. Although the school has been established but two years, 
its influence upon the taste and habits of the youth of our villages 
hasbeen sensib!y felt. Instead of the noisy abuse and wanton 
profanation of the Sabbath. that holy day is set apart and devoted 
topreparation for and attenda»ce on the Sabbath school. The 
strugcle between them. in many tustances. is not who shall be first 
in te contrivance, or swiftest in the execution of mischief, but who 
shall be h ghest in the rewards of her class, who best approved of 
atthe monrh!y examination, 

The black members of the school are in genera! humble, docile, 
and, im some instances, intelligent. They are organized on the 
same plan, and subject tothe same rules with the white male and 
female members, “Phe saive care and attention extended to them 
by their teachers have procured equal evidences of present, and 
justifies like expectations of future advancement. 

In more than one instance has the pleasing sight been enjoved, 
when children, through the instruction received at Sabbath school, 
in the simplicity of their hearts at home, have administered a re- 
bnke to thoughtless parents, or communicated encouragement to 
such as were inclined to seek the way of trath. But the benefit 
resulting from the labours of the assvéiation has been most canspi- 
cuous in the conversion of two coloured adults. The one was a 
man about twenty-five yearsof age, who had never been taught to 
read, From the commencement of the labours of the association, 
he attended the adult schoo! for peop e of colour with punctuality, 
and manifested an earnest desire to become able to read for hime 
self the truth of Gad, which is able to make men wise unto salva- 
tion, Soanxious did he become, as he drank in the instruction of 
his teacher, and soimpressed was he of the importance of reading 
the word of God, as amean of grace, that he forsook a prayer-meet- 
Ng appointed by some of his coloured friends at his house, during 
the hours of school, rather than lose the epportunity of learning to 
read. He has been heard to say, that he could not descrive the 
pleasure he received when he could spell in the oracies of Ged, 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ,or connect some short senten- 
cesrelative to his grace or mercy. Shortly after he was confined 
to the house by a disease which eventually terminated his existence 
here. Thus was he directed in the good providence of Got, ta 
provide the means which should minister to his joy, when he shouid 
be called'to witness, by a cheerful submission and patient suffering 
during the progress of a gradual! decline. Often did he advert to 
the instruction received at Sabbath schoo}, as being blessed of God 
foenlichten his eyes and bring him from under the darkness of sin. 
He felt that he was called to glorify God, and every opportunity 
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presented was improved by him to this end, until in the triumph of 
faith, and in the very moment of his departure, he clapped his ha ds 
and exclaimed, “glory to God, glory to God—it 1s over,” and Slept 
in Jesus. 

The other was a coloured fema'e who habitually attended the 
school, The serious impressions which at times she had previous 
to entering and which in some measure induced her to attach 
herself to it, here was strengthened, and she was observed to grow 
in knowledge and seriousness. Soon also was she forced to absent 
herself by reason of sickness, A rapitl consumption in a few weeks 
brought her to her bed. Previously, however, she sought and re- 
ceived the sacrament of baptism; and afterwards, upon conversing 
with the minister that visited her before her death, with great ca! m- 
ness and confidence observed, upon being asked if she felt as if she 
wanted any thing, “I have taken Christ—with him [have all things.”

REVIVAL OF RELIGION, 


FROM THE WEEKLY RECORDER. 


Extracts from the D ary of the Rev. Robert Hardin, of East 


Tennessee. 


“On the first of December, 1817. the churches of Westminster 
and St. Pau!l’s were small in number, and greatly chilled in moral 
feelings. An additional discouragement arose from the death and 
removals of many of our members. We had become so reduced, 
that in our congregational report in April, 1818, we had only forty- 
seven professing members. In the spring of this year we introdu- 
ced prayer-meetings on Wednesday evenings. 1 was nearly al- 
ways present, and when there, still gave an exhortation, and fre- 
quer. tly ina private manner inquired into the spiritual condition of 

individuals. At the first but few attended these social meetings: 
but graually the number increased. The praying members bevan 
to be perceptibly revived, and to offer their supplications with up- 
usual earnestness and fervency. My usual method through this 
suunmer has been to give a sermon every Sabbath morning , ad 
speud the afternoon in the exercises of singing, praying and exhor- 

tation, in the form of a society. Christians soon became greatly 
excited and pressingly anxious; and many unconverted persons 
were greatly alarmed and distressed: and at length we had the re- 
freshing news of new-bern souls, On the first Sabbath of June, 
the sacrawet of the supper was administered at St. Paul’s, Tea 
persons were received on examination, and five others were added, 
whe had professed retigion at other ; laces, but had not joined us 
until this occasion, Shortly, also, ‘two worthy and respectaie 
Baptists. joined our society, During the whole of this summer tne 
people in general were unusually “moved. and from time to time 
we had comfortable evidence of sinners converted to God, On tlie 
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first Sabbath of September, the sacrament was administerc 
Westninster, This was aseason of peculiar refreshing and power 





We received on this occasion the addition of thirtv-five. sou's— | 
th irty on a profession of their faith. and five who had rather back- ag 
tded or absented themselves, who now returned with apparent ;

This remarkably Gmnteresied, pious, and exce'lent man, who 
latel ye lied in Bristol, was originally a brewer's servant. and «sus- 
pecting that his master had no lithe’, he respectfully coummunica- 
ted his fears, and his master replied that he was mistaken, for that 
hehadrehgion. The next nigit, however, his master was sudden- 
ly taken ill by the bursting of a blood-vessel, and 7 ting every 
moment to die. dispatched a messenger for his servaut Bendy. whe 
wasaccordingly calied up and came immediately. The maste: 
sad. “I told you a tie yesterday, I never “had any religion; tell 
what I must do to be saved.” weedy then pointed out the war oi 
aivation by Jesus Christ to his master. who recovered! from h’- 
alarming illness, lived many years, panied VE ng the sincerity of his 
onversion, asd at his death bequeat ied a considerable pro; t 
his pious servant. Buady, ho Wwever, If tuls. as we'las in u - 
similar instar ices, called the execut rs torzether, f id them that 
property belonged to his m aste: rs family, and desired them to 
vi ide i 1t amon: the relation Ss. tl ec! ring that he woulden no accou 
receive a single penny. It ap; ears t! ‘at he was in the habit of wi:- : 
ting condemned criminals in the publick prifons, and took part ca- 
ar interestin the case of an ~  — y young twain whohad be 
committed upow a charge of forgery. Learning that tie prosecut 
wasa father he went to him, and . reece him not to appe 
against the crimin al, whose life was thereby saved. A short tine . 
afterwards, when he was in his couating-house at his brewery, hav- { 
ing entered into business for himself, a very gentee! la ¥ calied in, 
ani requested to know if his name were Bundy. He said +¥os.’ 
“James Buady;” said the lady. “Yes.” he replied. She thea q 
r 
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asked, “are there any other persons of the same name in Bristol?” 
He answered, “net that Pkaow of: 1 suppose Tam the person vou 
mean.” ‘The lady saahaunts fel! down at his feet, burst into fears, 
and said, “Oh! sir, under God LT am indebted to vou for having saved 
my husbands life.” She then put a considerable sum of money into 
his hand, whicn he returned, observing, that he had never wis!ed 
nor expected to receive any emolument. She then desired to pay 
the expenses of the journey which he had undertook to save the 
young mau’s hile, but he steadfastly and finally refused to receive 
any remuneration, At another tine Mr. Bundy was in a prison, 
when it was discovered that a highway-nman under sentence of 
death had broken loose. and was so furious that no one dared to 
appreacn he aud even the so'viers who were called iN. found that 
they could notsecure him without bloodshed, as he set them al! at 
defiance. Mr. Bun dy then requested and obtained permission to 
approach ihe matefactor. Hewent apto him alone, saying, *L come 
to you in the name of the Lord. an id prevailed upon him to submit. 
After the wretched inan was Quen secured. Mr. Bi indy requested 
leave to attend him during the nieht before his execution. This 
was granted. He next obta ned leave for tre unhappy culprit to 
have one arm an! one fee released trom the heavy iron sh ickles, in 
Oover that he aigot be oetter able to jotaiy devotional exercises, 
At ten ociock at night he was locked in the cell along with the 
covtemned erimiuals aodin orderto make every thag fully S¢- 
cure, the jailer iocked a second, and then a third deor upon tnem, 
Noso one . however, was this done.than the depraved wretch hav- 
ne resolved to revenee tinsel upon Mr. Bundy, who had princi 
pra il: ‘V contribated to pres ¢ re his escape, drew forth a knife which 
he had coeatrived to conceal. and fifting ap his arm with a horrible 
voice and lervcta 15 look. said, “Now Lhave you in my power I 
wih kill veut? “Piss at met cousiderabl y avitated Mr. Bundy, but 
it almost instantly cane to his mind. that the moh no human help 
could be procured in fime, this wicked wreteh coald have no pow- 
er over hin, except it were permitted to him by Gods; he therefore 
I'ted up his soul 19 mental prayer. and ack lressine his intended 
murderer caliniy asked him, of what service his hfe would be to 
hin ‘fhe should take it? He proceeded to reason with him on his 
own awful situation, pointed out the way of salvation, entreated 
hin toemploy his few remaining hours in seeking the pardon of his 
sins. and in preparati on for death, until the knife dropped from his 
uphited hands the tion softened into a laub; the poor wretch burst 
ato tears, became convinced of his awful danger, and with strong 
cries # id tears besought the Lord to have merey upon his soul! 

Juring the rest o! the might they contiiued engaged in fervent 
prayer, UL til,as Mr. Bundy fire ly believed. the frantick ruffian 
was transformed into the p ardoned penitent, and submitted to his 
route end witha caim but firm reliance on the mercy of God, 
through the merits aud intercession of Jesus Christ. This most 
remarkable conversion, and astonishing deliverance of the faithful 
servaut of God, presents a striking proof of the power of faith, and 
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also plainly shows that the eyes of the Lord are upon the righteous 
for good, that he hears their prayers, and will preserve them as in 


the hollow of his hand.

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A MINISTERS ADDRESS TO HIS PEOPLE. 


The following atldress, was delivered by a minister to his con. 
sregation, in a season when religion was at a very low ebb amo ig 


them.—Rel. Int. 


My christian brethren and friends, 

The low state of religion in this place, is truly alarming to all se- 
rious minds. Have we not striking evidence from the word of 
God in reneral, and from the nature of vital piety in per ticular, 
that We, as a society, are in a very lamentable conditions And 
have we not great reason to fear, that if God does not soon appe ar 
and pour out his Holy Spi irit for the reviv al of his work, that few of 
us will ever arrive at the kingdom of glory? 

When we attend strictly to the nature of that love. re pentance, 
faith and ebristian practice, which are held forth in the sospel, as 
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requisite qualifications for the service and enjoyment of God, have 
we not reason to tremble lest our religion will not bear the light of 
the day of judgment? Or, lest we have not so improved the talents 
which Christ hath committed to us, as to receive the gracious re. 
ward, which he will then bestow upon his faithful servants? And 
how ought our fears to be increased, when we take a view of the 
great neglect of social prayer, and the christian education of chil- 
dren? And are not many of the members of this church, guilty of 
the last mentioned evil in particular? How few are careful to train 
up their children in “the nurture and admonition of the Lord.’ and 
to restrain them from wicked company and loose practices? and 
how criminally deficient are those of us, who call ourselves the 
friends of Christ,in regard to the exercises of that benevolent bro- 
therly love and charity, which the gospel enjoins? And whata ge- 
neral inattention prevails among parents and youth, to the concerns 
of God and eternity! Ought not these alarming considerations to 
induce us to make a solemn pause, and to cause us to fear and 
tremble. on account of our situation?—Our time fhies owilty away 
—death is drawing near—the judgment day is hastening! 

Let these weighty thoughts excite all who have any regard for 
God, and the souls of their fellow men, to bestir themselves : without 
delay, and to cry ferventiy and importunately to God. that he 
would pour out ‘his Holy Spirit copiously. and revive his work 
amongst us. And as there have been many places visited with Di- 
vine influence of late. have we not the same encouragement to seek 
for this infinite blessing to descend upon this part of God’s vine- 
yard? 

It has been found almost universally, that the commencements 
of revivals of religion, have been preceded by the attendance of 
christians upon fr-quent prayer meetings, and religious conferen- 
ces. These pious exercises ‘have been blest, for the spiritual and 
saving good of the sou!s of thousands. 

My brethren, you are sens ble that I have attempted to revive 
such meetings of !ate in this place—but alas! how thialy have they 
been attended. And to what cause can this remissness be attribut- 
ed? Is it because we do less dishonour to God, or are in a more 

safe condition. while destitute of vital piety. than others? Or do 
we :magine that pure religion is sufficiently prevalent among us al- 
ready? Or whence arises this backwardness in meeting toxether, 
to spezk often, one to another. respecting the things which concern 
our everlasting peace. and in uniting in fervent prayer for that in- 
finite blessing, the Holy Spirit, to descend upon us.

STOCKBRIDGE INDIANS. 
E.xtract of aletter from a clergyman in Ohio to the editor of the 
Panoplist. 

In September seventy or eighty of the Stockbridge tribe of In- 
dians passed through thus place on their way to White River, Indi- 
ana. By sickness they were detained over the Sabvath. aad asked 
if there was to beany meeting which they could attead. 

They were informed that there wouid be a meeting, and that the 
Lord’s supper was to be administered; at which they expressed 
great joy. and inquired if they could be almitted. On ‘questioning 
them it was found, that their cmef snd nine others were regularly 
formed intoa church: and their credentialsand appearance gave us 
satisfactory evidence of their piety. A number of them attended 
publick worshi p. de agg in the Ladian havit, and s x came forward 
to the communion table. They conducted with the utinost proprie- 
ty and so'emnity; and some were bathed in tears. When a psalm 
was bamed , they all took out their books, and turned teit. It was 
the most i interesting day ever seen in this place. 

Ov Monday I visited them, conversed and prayed with them, and 
never was nore kindly and cordiatly received. [ found that a 
large proportion of them tad Bibies and could read. The chief 
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had Scott’s family Bible. They also had other religious books. I 
conversed with one of the Indians, who had been intox cated while 
here. He was much affected,and when they left us to pursue their 
journey, this man called, and asked me to remember him in my 
prayers; and said ‘he hoped God would take away his stony heart.” 
They are going to live with the Delawares, who are intimately con- 
nected with several other tribes. It appears to me that the hand of 
God is visible in their removal; and I consider it of great impor- 
tance that they be immediately tollowed by a missionary.
